R. A. Wilson speaking on be- 
half of the Legion and R. Brown on 
behalf of the Chamber of Cammmerce 
agreed to go along with this and do 
the same. 

The minutes of the previous meet- 
ing were then read and adopted on 
motion of Councillor Wilson. 

It was moved by H. 'T. Colpoys and 
carried that Dr. Farquharson he 
again appointed health officer at the 
same fee as last year. 

The appointment of a board of 
health was left to the next meeting. 

‘A complaint was made of a dog be- 
dng let out to run contrary to the 
rabies contro] instructions. Ray Er- 
ford, whose job it is to keep his eye 
on dogs at large, was to be instructed 
to inform the owner to keep his dog 
under control at all times. 

H. T. Colpoys applied to purcisase 
lots 14 and 16, Block 5, Plan 2863 for 
the sum of $25 each. A by-law was 
prepared to sell these lots to Mr. Col- 
poya and read. 

Tt was moved by U. A. Jones and 
seconded by R. Hunter carried that 
by-law 419 for the control of dogs on 
account of rabies be given a first read- 
ing. ° Councillors Wilson and Michael 
moved and carried that the by law be 
given its second reading. \ 

Councillor Jones moved and car- 

ried a motion that a levy of 52 mills 
for the year 1953 be prepared. 
* Moved by Councillor Hunter and 
carried that the following councillors 
constitute a court of revision: H. T, 
Colpoys, Frank Michael, R. A. Wilson, 
U. A. Jones and Elmer Bolinger. 

It was decided that the date of tie 
court of revision be set for Monday, 
June, at the hour of 8:15 p.m. 

Councillor Michael moved:and car- 

_ried that the town apply to the Pro- 
vincial Treasurer to take up the $11,- 
000 debenture, approved last year by 
the Board’ of Public Utility Commis- 
sioners; at 3% percent under the 
Municipal Assistance Act. 

‘After some discussion the council 
agreed that the price set for the sale 
of the house known as the Taylor 
house be $1,000 and may be sold for 
monthly payments of $50 per month 
secured. 

The R.C.M.P. report for the month 
of March was read and accepted and 
ordered filed on the motion of H. T. 
Colpoys. 

The application of ‘Leo Woods to 
move his barn 40 feet and put a 
foundation under it was granted on 
motion of Councillor Frank Michael. 

It was agreed that a committee go 
to Calgary to investigate the possi- 
bility of the purchase of a suitable 
grader or maintainer for the town. 
The same committee is to get prices 
on metal buildings f.o.b. Calgary. 
This metal building material is for 
the new fire hall to be built soon and 
replace the old one. 

The secretary’s financial statement 
‘was read and accepted on motion of 
Councillor Hunter. 

A committee of the councillors not 
interested in the sale of trucks was 
authoriged to investigate the chances 
of purchasing a truck for the town. 
[They were given autiority to pur- 
chase a suitable one. 

All accounts referred to the finance 
committee and if found correct were 
ordered paid.

Those who have studied the na- 
tural resources state that within the 
next ten years the wealth production 
of the United States might increase 
to as much as talf a trillion dollars 
a@ year, should cause the nation to 
pause and consider the course it is 
puraving.

‘he United States holds the 
surld’s record for prodigality in the 
use of its natural resources, In the 
iast hundred years it has used up a 
arger percentage of these than 
jurope has used in a millennium. 
erty years ago Sir George Paish, 
eminent British economist, warned 
he American people that the fever- 
sh rate at which they were using up. 
heir resources could lead to nothing, 
ut national poverty, But nobody 
ustened to him;_ and the rate of ex- 
sloitation has steadily incressed ever 
since, 

Today industries are deyendent on 
the outside world for many of their 

vaw materials, and if the country’s 
production continues {to expand as 
some expect, it will not be long till 
it finds itself without raw materials 
to keep industries going. 

The same wuastefulness is going on 
in. Canada, in South America, Aus- 
tralia and wherever the white man 
has taken territory and established 
his civilization, 

And the same results are appearing 
everywhere—denuded forests, polluted 
streams, eroded “fields, expanding 
deserts, exhausted mines, flood, 
famines, and the destruction of wild 
life. 

What have we to show for all this 
destruction? Abandoned farms, over- 
crowded cities, all kinds of inventions 
to shorten our hours of labor and 
all kinds of costly toys to amuse us 
in our hours of leisure, more money 
for less work, a loss of confidence in 
our ability to face ti:e unknown and a 
feeling of dependence on the govern- 
ment to see us through all our diffi- 
culties, 

We are sacrificing “the natural 
wealtii of our country for these 
things; but when the natural wealth 


is exhausted these things will  dis- 
appear also, 
The future of our  civilizatior 


s' ould rest on something more sub- 
stantial that the speed with which we 
can exhaust the natura] resources or 
which it depends.

New Disease. 
Hits U.S. Cattle 


PORTLAND, Ore.—Livestock offi- 
cials said that a new disease is 
threatening beef and dairy cattle in 
the northwestern United States, The 
disease is called leptospirosis, 

The officials said about eight herds 
have been infected in _ Washington 
State's Klickitat County. The disease 
also has been found in two other 
Washington counties and at least five 
counties in Oregon, 

Leptospirosis seldom is fatal to 
cows, officials said, It causes abor- 
tions, fever and, in the case of dairy 
cows, a sharp drop in milk produc- 
tion, It is caused by a parasitic or- 
ganism whiek lodges in the kidneys. 

Milk from infected cows some- 
times becomes thick and reddish and 
the animals must’ be slaughtered. 
Cattle that contract the disease and 
recover become carriers, ‘ 

E. P. Peterson, Oregon State Agri- 
cultural Director, said ‘apparently 
the disease is widespread and has 
been here a long time; but we are 
just finding out about it.” 

He said officials were trying to 
determine what effect the disease 
would have on humans,

Farmers Advised To Carry Out 
Control Measures To Combat 
Wireworms, Cutworms, Smuts 


The use of chemicals in conjunction with good cultural prac- 
tice is an outstanding. aid to farmers in reaching almost complete 
control of -wireworms, cutworms and smuts. Such control prac- 
tices are urged by the Saskatchewan Departmefit of Agriculture 


The Director of the department's 
plant industry branch, R. E. McKen- 
zie, said the control chemicals in- 
clude gamma BHC’ for wireworm in- 
festations, chlordane for cutworms 
and fungicides to control smuts car- 
ried onthe seed. Combination mix- 
tures are also commercially available 
for smut and wireworm control. , 

Mr. McKenzie stated that if farm- 
ers carry out these control\ measures 
many dollars will be saved in avoid- 
ing crop losses. He added that fur- 
ther information can be obtained 
from agricultural representatives. 

Wireworms are slender, hard-bod- 
ied, shiny yellow worms up to one 
inch long, which do not curl up when 
disturbed as do cutworms, They hatch 
in June and early July and may. re- 
main in the soil for five to 10 years, 
moving only short distances. Wire- 
worms can be controlled by treating 
sound, dry grain uniformly with 
gamma BHC at a rate to give one 
ounce of active chemical per acre 
any time up to eight months before 
seeding. The amount of dressing 
used will depend 6n the amount of 
active chemical contained and the 
rate of seeding. Treated seed should 
be sown into a moist, firm seeded but 
not deeper than three inches. 

Summerfallowifg every second or 
third year using shallow tillage and 
keeping down all weed growth will 
eventually reduce wireworm numbers, 

Chemical control of the cutworm is 
obtained by spraying the field with 
144 to 2 pounds of pure chlordane 
per acre as soon as damage first ap- 
pears. Summerfallow should not be 
worked from August 1 to Septenfber’ 
15 unless weed growth becomes too 
heavy... This allows a crust to form 
and prevents jnoths from laying eggs. 

Several types of smut carried on 
the seed can be controlled by fungi- 
cide treatment, These include cov- 
ered smut (bunt) of wheat, loose and 
covered smuts of oats, and covered 
and false loose smuts of barley. Mer- 
cury fungicides should be applied to 
diseased seed at least 24 hours be- 
fore seeding wheat, and one week be- 
fore seeding oats and barley. Non- 
mercury fungicides are recommended 
to control covered smut (bunt) of 
wheat only. Wheat should not be 
treated unless it has been tested and 
found to carry disease, 

Combination seed dressings are 
available containing gamma BHC for 
wireworm control and merdury 
fungicide for smuts. To prevent low- 


ered germination grain treated with 
the combination dressing should be 
sown within a month of application. 

Smuts carried within the seed, 
such as loose smut of wheat and true 
loose smut of barley, can be control- 


to reduce annual losses amounting to millions of dollars.
